Flying Machine. 


An extraordinary kind of flying ma. 


chine has been designed by Horatio Phil- 
lips of Harrow, England. In appear- 
ance it might be compared to a long 
board on which are a pair of window 
blinds, so mounted that the shutters are 
nearly flat. The frame is boat shaped in 
plan, 25 feet long and 3 feet wide. It la 
supported on three small wheels and 
carries a small compound engine work- 
ing a screw propeller 6£ feet in diameter. 
The sustainer, or wings, consist of a 
Cumber of wooden blades or slats 
mounted one above the other in a steel 
frame. Each slat is 19 feet long and !•} { 
inches wide, the combined surface of all | 
the slats being 140 square feet. The 
frame is placed in a vertical position and 
arranged transversely to the line of mo- 
tion. 


The weight of the whole machine in 


working order is 860 pounds. It could 
not, of course, be allowed to soar »way 
unfettered, as it is too small to carry any 
person to guide its flight. It is therefore 
attached to a pillar by means of wires 
which confine its flight to a circular path 
638 feet in circumference. When it is 
desired to operate the machine, steam is 
turned on and the propeller set to work. 
It has made 1^ turns around the track 
without any of the wheels touching 
ground at a speed of 40 miles an hour, 
ami this with enough dead load to bring 
the total weight up to 385 pounds. This 
is equal to lifting n load of about 2-J 
pounds per square foot of sustainer sur- 
face when all the conditions aro taken 
into account.—New York Telegram.

TO IXTIMIWATJE COX«KJSS«*. 


An officer yf the board of trade of 


Hew York is reported as saying that 
the board will probably issue a call for 
a meeting olf business men from all 
parts of the country to be held at 
Washington for the purpose of de- 
manding tho immediate and uncondi- 
tional repeal of the purchase clause of 
the Sherman act. It i& believed, the 
press report aays that thousands of 
representative business men will attend 
the convention, which will be a demon- 
stration on the part of the business 
interests of the country without a 
parallel in the history of the United 
States. 


News also comes from the east that a 


movement is being inaugurated to 
master fifty or sixty thousand work- 
iiigmeii, who have been thrown out of 
employment by reason of the financial 
depression, at AYashmgton to ask con- 
gress to pass laws to ease the present 
money stringency and thereby afford 
relief to tho country. It is surmised, 
the press report bays, that this is an 
anarchist scheme, and that such a 
demonstration on the part of the un- 
employed would be repressed by the 
authorities 


It is such prejudicial reports as these 


that encourage anarchists in the United 
States 
The board of trade of the me- 


tropolis of the Union proposes to have 
thousands of business men from all 
parts of the 
country assemble at 


Wahhingtoii, intimidate congress and 
demand the immediate unconditional 
repeal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act. It is considered legiti- 
mate for business men to assemble in 
force at the national capital and make 
this demand of congre&s, but when 
men who have boeu thrown out of em- 
ployment by the financial crisis, which 
perhaps a majority of the people of the 
United Whites believe to luwe been 
caused by Ihe conspiracy to demone- 
tize one-half the constitutional money 
of the country, intimate that a few 
thou&and of them may assemble at the 
capital to at*k congress to pa&s relief 
r"Gc.si res, it id proclaimed throughout 
the country that any demonstration on 
their part will bo promptly suppressed 
by force. This implies that business 
men have an undisputed right to as- 
semble at Washington and demand of 
congress the immediate repeal of an 
act which they profess to believe is 
detrimental to the interests ot the 
country, and that workingmen who 
propo&e to meet at Washington to ask 
that laws which will benefit the coun- 
try bo enacted, will not be permitted 
to do so 


Under the constitution, the people, 


whether they be rich or poor, have a 
right to peaceably assemble and to pe- 
tition the government for a redress of 
grievance^, and, strange as it may seem, 
the fundamental law does not prohibit 
such assemblages in the city of Wash- 
ington. 


Of course any attempt to intimidate 


congress in lepreheusible and cannot 
be countenanced, but an opportunity 
will occur next year to relegate to pri- 
vate life those who prove recreant. 
The ballot is a peaceable but very ef- 
fective method ot settling grievances 
and righting wrongs, and if the people 
are in favor of tho full remonetization 
of silver they will see that no person 
who is not i» elected to represent them 
in congress

Proposed 
Different Kind* of Currency 


Legislation.

WASHINGTON, August 
22. — Senator 


Voorhees addressed the senate on be- 
half of his motion repealing the pur- 
chase clause of the Sherman act. . He 
explained the action of the president 
in convening the extra session, owing 
to lost 
confidence in the financial 


world. 
This loss of confidence, he 


said, was not in the credit of the gov- 
ernment, which was better to-day than 
any other on the globe. 


HE PBAISED THE ADMINISTBATION 


For a refusal to gratify the demand of 
capitalists for an issue of $300,000,000 
more bonds. He summarized the ele- 
ment of the nation's financial strength 
within its own borders and regretted 
that legislation had checked our for- 
eign trade and had left us to-day with- 
out a commercial friend in the world. 


He had faith that the giant evil which 


had crippled the commerce of the 
country would be removed with other 
evils, which challenged attention and 
action. 


If the true greatness of the country 


was studied it would be Been that finan- 
cial panics and alarms could have no 
foundation here. 
There was another 


exceedingly powerful test. 
The gov- 


ernment's credit was simply a medium 
for exchange of values; money was the 
creature of congress, its creator. Gold 
and silver, it is alleged, in intrinsic 
value went for naught as a circulating 
medium unless the coin bore the stamp 
of the government. The same official 
stamp on silver or paper at once 
ennobled them with the same quality 
with gold in purchasing power, no mat- 
ter how debased or valueless the mate- 
rial may have become as commodities 
by sinister or unwise legislation.

amount of different currencies in cir- 
culation; (3) -to mam tain on ,a parity 
gold, silver and paper money; (4) to 
settle the status of silver money by 
authorizing it to form a portion of the 
specie basis required by the constitu- 
tion for chartered banks; (5) to over- 
throw the dangerous centralization of 
the money power now existing at two 
money centers in the hands of a few 
individuals by giving the people of the 
states the right of home rule on the 
subject of money, thus securing them 
a home circulation. To those five prop- 
ositions, he added, a carefully adjusted 
and graded income tax as a most 
equitable and upright measure for 
providing government revenue.

The silver men have contended that 


a change of ratio from 16 to 1 to any 
other latio \\a& impracticable. It would 
necessitate tho recoinage of every sil- 
ver coin m circulation or held in the 
treasury for the redemption ot out- 
standing silver notes. This would keep 
the mints running to tboirf all capacity 
for years so that free coinage upon any 
other latio would not increase the 
amount of money in circulation until 
tho silver now m the treasury and in 
circulation could be recomed. The ex- 
pense, too, as figured out by the treas- 
ury exports and slated in Secretary 
Carlisle's lettei- to Senator Voorhees, 
would bo over $112,000,000. 


The silver men must stand by the 


Populist platform, that is for the free 
and unlimited coinage of gold and sil- 
ver, at the ratio of sixteen grains of 
silver to one grain of gold. The dollar 
it large enough as it is, and its free 
coinage at the mints will make it 
worth one hundred cents the world 
over before the new year. An act of 
congress increased the coin value of a 
paper dollar from 65 cents to 100 cents, 
and what it did for paper it can do for 
silver. The people are not complaining 
of the size of the silver dollar, but find 
fault because of its scarcity. 


THE latest returns from Paris«6how 


the election of 312 Kepublicaus, 30 So- 
cialists and Socialist Radicals, 18 Con- 
servative Bailies and 56 Conservatives. 
Tho returns indicate that the day of 
doubt as, to the form of government in 
France has passed. Moderate republi- 
canism, that form of democracy which 
so nearly approaches the ideas common 
to all Americans, of whatever political 
faith, has triumphed. Clemenceau will 
have to btand a by-election, as his ma- 
jority wa& not sufficient, as will also 
M. Paul de Cassagnac, who has repre- 
sented the district in Gers since 1876.

FAITH IN SILVER. 


He congratulated the Democracy 


that not a single Democratic vote had 
been cast in favor of the act.

EDITOR .TOUBSAI,:—On the tenth o 


the month present the writer and 
companion departed from Reno fo 
Qnincy and other points in Plamas 
comity on business. The opportunity 
offered so many inducements for sight- 
seeing in. the Sierras that a camp out 
fit was provided for any emergencj 
that might arite in the meantime. A 
short distance west of Chat we pass ec 
over the famous Beckwith Pass t< 
Sierra valley, yellow with ripe and 
ripening grain, and where the farmer 
are busy storing an abundant hay crop 
At the Kirby ranch we turned from th 
road leading to Qaincy and took the 
road for Grizzly creek, where we caugh 
more mountain trout than we wen 
prepared to properly care for. W< 
followed the creek to its headwaters 
believing, as wa were informed, that w 
could pass from the head of the creel 
into Genesee valley, and we were no 
undeceived until we came to the ranch 
on which the springs rise that form the 
headwaters of the noted mountain trou 
stream But the time and distance re 
quired to reach the head of Grizzly 
were more than repaid by the beautifu 
scenery at the head of the creek, anc 
of the 
surrounding mountains ha 


whose defiles may be seen some o 
nature's best efforts in picture making 
the shadings are perfect and the 
beauty of her work in relief is so gor 
geou&, mas&ive and grand that we 
turned from it with feelings akin to 
sadness at retiring so soon from scenes 
inviting a much longer stay among 
them 
Upon our return about ten 


miles down the creek we passed over 
from Grizzly valley to Clover valley 
whei e we learned from Mr. Chase, who 
has a fine stock ranch ha the valley, 
that we were distant by the road from 
Qumcy fifty-five miles, which furnished 
a surprise we were not prepared to re- 
ceive, as we had been informed in the 
morning while at the head of Grizzly 
that we were then twenty-two miles 
from Quincy. 


A short distance below Mr. Chase's 


place we crossed Indian creek, which 
flows through Clover, Genesee and 
Indian valleys. At the crossing of the 
creek a party of Eenoites were in camp 
and busy lifting the spotted beauties 
from the water. One of the boys called 
out as we passed, " We are having lots 
of fun." From Clover valley the road 
leads over a natural grade along Indian 
creek through a basalt formation aboul 
fourteen miles to the head of Genesee 
valley which is small and very fertile. 
In this valley are some beautiful homes 
and ranches. A fehort distance above 
the valley the ba&alt by clean cut work 
ceases to appear and slates and granites 
are the out cropping rocks. Mines, 
mining and prosperity is now the 
theme of the men on the road as it de- 
scends Indian cseek. Taylorville in 
Indian valley is distant from Genesee 
valley about seven miles. 
Indian 


valley contains about seventeen thou- 
sand acres. Nearly all of the valley is 
inclosed and made to furnish in some 
orm a harvest for the husbandman 
Dairy interests largely occupy the time 
and attention of the farming commu- 
nity. 
Excellent crops of wheat and 


oats claim the attention of the visitor 
;hat show wealth and good husbandry. 
There is much wealth in improvements 
n the valley that make up inviting 
lomes for the people who appear to be 
ontented and happy, which is ever an 


evidence of prosperity and plenty. 


From Indian valley to Quincy, a 


distance of nineteen miles, the face of 
nature changes from the mild and sub- 
dued beauty of the farm to a wild and 
sublime grandeur of high cliffs and 
deep chasms cut and worn by forces 
not to be described or outlined by the 
imagination. These cliffs and chasms 
are the out sentinels of nature that 
lave guarded the gold placers in and 
around American valley. 
When we 


lad passed within these granite and 
syenite walls we could see evidence of 
placer mining at some period in the 
ravines and on the hill and mountain 
slopes. As we wheeled ha and out upon 
;he grade leading to Quincy we often 
lad the opportunity of looking upon 
;he wan faces and shattered frames of 
frizzled or gray headed old miners 
who are wedded to the ground where 
iheir triumphs in gold mining and 
wealth-getting in the fifties and early 
ilxties has made history for American 
valley. Many of these men—may God 
jless them—are still hopeful that some 
relief will be given the poor and indi- 
vidual miner from the debris incubus 
now resting upon them. 


When we reached the summit of the 


lill overlooking American valley, in 
which Quincy is situated we had in 
panoramic view as we passed down and 
around the hill the farms and grain 
lelds ready for the reaper, the meadows 
and herds of imported and improved 
attle, the hills and mountains that in- 
close the gem among the Tallies of the 
Sierras and Quinoy embowered in 
flowers and foliage of elms and other 
trees, ha marked contrast with the deep 
green foliage of the pines and firs that 
clothe and fringe the mountains arono. t* 
the valley. Thus, and more, embel- 
lished, Qaincy rests upon a slight 
eminence on the* southeast of the 
valley. 


When a railroad is laid over Beck- 


with Pass and through American valley 
Quincy will receive an impulse new 
and strong that will call into action the 
latent forces of its people; capital will 
seek investment in the mines and other 
natural wealth of the country; lands 
for villas for the wealthy and summer 
residences and country seats for fam- 
ilies of well to do people will be in de- 
mand.

Davis ?" was asked. 


• Scarce—very scarce," responded the 


agebrush wit, as he buttoned his over- 
oat and looked worried. "Subscrib- 
rs are nearly all hard up and there 
aint much in job printing, I manage 
o do enough trading though to get 
long. Nice day, isn't it ?" 
"But the mining industry, Mr. Davis, 
low are the people up your w»y on the 
'ree-coinage question f" 


" Oh, that's different. I thought you 
anted to make a small borrow. Yes, 
es. Why, we are all silver people in 
Nevada; couldn't be otherwise. We 
elong to the silver party and we want 
nlimited coinage. We want a circa- 
ation great enough to meet the grow- 
ing demands of an increased popnla- 


lon. See ? That's what causes hard 
imes. If the coinage is limited to 
uit the demands of Wall street our 
industry will die of inanition. If the 


utput of coin is regulated by the pre- 
ailing rates of interest we mast always 
xpect to be poor. We want to see oar 
mines opened ap, and want to ses the 


•hite metal pat upon a basis that will 
uarantee the possession of 100 cents 
othe dollar. Senator Jones' speech 
tthe bimetallic convention at Brass- 
Is remains unanswered because the 
nancial theorists cannot advance u 
tateznent to the discredit of his rea- 
oning in behalf of silver."

"They are as firm as old Mount 


Davidson, and they will last forever. 
The 'recent stringency1 did not affect 
them, because stringencies used to be 
everyday occurrences ap our way.

Just at pres- 
ent we are essentially ranchers. We 
don't get the protection the Bepubli- 
cans desire for us, we are denied the 
coinage our industry requires, and we 
promise to stand by the party that will 
work for our silver salvation."

A Natural CBebome. 


In the north side of Stone mountain, 


six miles from the month of Stony creek, 
In Scott county, has been discovered a 
natural icehouso on a grand scale". One 
of the old settlers first discovered it 
about 1880, but owing to tie-fact that 
the land on which it is situated could 
not be bought he refused to tell its 
whereabouts and would only take ice 
from it in case of sickness. 


He died w,'tb,out revealing the secret 


•to even hioown family,-and but for a 
party of "sang" diggers entering the re- 
gion it might have remained a secret 
for generations, as it is situated in au 
unfrequented paVt of the mountain. 


The ice -was only protected from the 


rays of the sun by a thick growth of 
mors resembling a texture and like moss 
that can be f.ecn dangling from the oaks 
of Louisiana and Texas. Its formation 
\vas after the fashion of a coal vein, be- 
ing; few inches thick in some T>laoes 
while several feet in others. The forma- 
tion indicates that it had been spread 
over the surface in a liquid state and 
then congealed. 
By what process it 


freezes or was frozen is a matter of 
con- 


jecture at this stage of investigation. 
Some think that it was formed in the 
winter and had been protected since by 
a dense growth of moss which covers 
it, while the more plausible theory is 
that beneath the bed is situated a great 
natural laboratory whose function is a 
formation of ether, and the process of 
freezing goes steadily on through the 
heat as well as the cold. The growth of 
moss resembled the hanging nioss around 
Hudson bay and indicates a frigid 
tem- 


perature. ' The bed covers one acre, und 
if it proves inexhaustible it will be 
val- 


uable.—Dispatch to Richmond State.

RULES AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp p. M, 
Dial clock indicates the time eacli race 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes io saddle. Bugle 
calls tho horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely five minutes 
after the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having 
uro of the animal, that do not send the horse 
out promptly at post signal will be fined. 


Nominations to all stakes must be mode to 
he Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 
1893. 


Entries for the running purses must be 
made two days preceding tho race, before ft 
o'clock P, M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before the race at 0 p. M. 


Horses entered in purses can only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age and sex of the horse, ami the ' 
weight and colors of the rider must be given. 
After a horse has run once at the meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will bo allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all race? unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry by one 
person, or in one interest, the particular 
horse they are to start must be named by 8 
". u. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing racea 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 60, 80 and 10 per cent. 


AH Trotting and Pacing races ar» the best 
three in five, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of th« 
purse, which shall be divided prorata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
beat in three must go to the •table. 


The Board, reserves the right to trot beat* 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided us follows 
66% to the first and 9»/, to the second. 


In dividing puree* no horse shall receive 
more than on«? money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
hes« conditions, accept* the decision of the 
Josrd of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing.

•overn trotting race*. Pacific Coast Blood 
lone Association rules to govern all 
ace* where they do not conflict wl 
condition*.
